Guide to Charm 


MAKE-UP IDEAS

Tz most difficult type of 
blonde.to dress and ‘make-up 
js the girl with, a ruddy skin. 
pale, colorless eyebrows and 
lashes.. dull hair and. purplish 
lips. First of all, this type of girl 
should make every éffort to im- 
prove the condition of her skin. 

The ruddy skin is usually sen< 
sitive and thin. It should be 
given a quick, gentle massage 
with a rich cream nightly and 
patted with cold skin freshener 
cr tonic. A well balanced diet, 
but one eliminating spicy and 
over-rich foods, and plenty of 
fresh air and exercise will help 
normalize the circulation and 
improve the color of the skin. 

When you are outdoors, use a 
foundation cream or a _ small 
amount of softening cream or oil 
to protect your skin from the 
drying effects of the wing. Do 
not try to avoid the sun, how- 
ever, as @ 
light tanning 
will make 
your skin 
hardier and 
give it a 
healthier col- 
or. 

Use very, 
very little

tones. Some- 
times a medium red can be used, 
but a soft rose is usually the saf- 
est choice.

Tasty and Nourishing Dishes for Today «4 
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Ham Ends Can Be Used Well 
When Ground Up Still Fresh 


By JUDITH WILSON 
O SOME women the:end of a 
delectable baked han is just 


another problem -in using ‘left af 
overs, but to the clever wSfnan it 


means the chance to‘try out 
some new and delicious recipes 
for main dishes. 

If properly handled, the sweet, 
juicy chunks of meat that cling 
to the bone after the: ham is 
carved and the unsliceable pietes 
near the shank end are the basis 
for several attractive meals, 

Do not wait until these. lus- 
cious bits of meat around the 
bone get dry and dark in color 
before you cut, them off, but trim 
them-at once and keep them, 
nrotected with waxed paper. in a 
cold place until you are ready to 
use them, 

The tiny pieces should be made 
into tasty sandwich spreads or 
ground for souffles, fritters or 


other dishes where chopped ham. 


can be used. The pieces that are 
large enough for slicing can be 
reheated in tasty sauces and the 
in-between pieces can be cubed 
for ham a la king, ham short- 
cakes and ham pie 

The ham slices can be baked 
for a short while with rings of 
pineapple and pineapple juice or 
reheated in an orange sauce. 
With the latter serve banana 
fritters or sauted bananas for a 
delightful flavor combination. 

In reheating ham, remember 
that it must be protected from 
drying and = over-cooking. The 
ham was cooked as mucb as was 
necessary when it made its first 
appearance on your dining room 
table Additional cooking tends 
to dry it and steal some of its 
flavor unless it is cooked at low 
heat and plenty of moisture is 
supplied. 

A casserole combination in 
which the ham is protected by 
layers of mashed potatoes. sweet 
potatoes, or macaroni and cream 
sauce is a perfect way of keeping 
the reheated meat moist and 
Juicy aud at the same time ex- 
tending it to serve more people if 
necessary 

Mlam-Macaroni Casserole 

Cut the cooked ham into two 
or three large, thick slices and 
arrange in a casserole, first rub- 
bing them well with one-fourth 
cup brawn sugar mixed with one 
teaspoon dry mustard. Pour in 
one cup of milk, cover the casse- 
role and bake slowly for half an 
hour, then uncover and add two 


cups cooked macaroni and an-
